C. D. DIRECTOR 
SALARY TO BE 
CUT ON JULY I 


The Adams C o u n t y Salary 
Board at a meeting Wednesday 
afternoon at the courthouse voted 
to reduce the salary of the coun­ 
ty a ( iv ii Defense director from 
the present *3.600 to $1,000. ef­ 
fective July I, 


The county* Civil Defense di­ 
rector, William G 
Weaver, who 
is also mayor o; Gettysburg, was 
notified of the action and asked 
the board to reconsider He indi­ 
cated he will decide by July I 
whether he will continue in the 
position at the reduced salary 
Members of the board which 
include the county commission­ 
ers and the county treasurer in­ 
dicated that one important rea­ 
son for the change in salary was 
because the county has to bear 
the entire cost. 
When Weaver s salary was set 
at the $3,600 figure several years 
ago. it was indicated that federal 
funds would be available to re­ 
imburse the county for a large 
part of the director’s salary. One 
mem ber of the board said he un­ 
derstood the amount promised by 
the federal government was 70 
per cent of the total salary. 


TOW N O F F IC IA L 
The fact that Mr Weaver is an 
elected official of the borough of 
Gettysburg and paid a salary for 
his services as mayor prevents 
the federal government from par­ 
ticipating in the payment of his 
salary as Civil Defense director, 
mem bers of the hoard explained. 
The commissioners have made 
inquiry about salaries paid C. D. 
directors in other counties in this 
state. They found that in some 
instance* the federal government 
is participating and the county 
is paying only a part of the total. 
In other counties the C, D. direc­ 
tor is paid only a “ token" sal­ 
ary. In larger counties, the sal­ 
aries 
are 
higher but 
in some 
cases the federal funds help cut 
the cost to the county involved.

MOSCOW ( AP i—A curly-haired 
blonde with cornflower blue eyes 
was hailed today as the world's 
longest 
distance 
woman 
flier— 
though she never has flown a 
plane. 
The Soviet Union’s space duet, 
dimple chinned Lt. Valentina Te­ 
reshkova, 26, and her male part­ 
ner, Lt. Col. Valery Bykovsky, 
28. 
landed 
deep 
in 
Siberia 
Wednesday 
after 
epic 
cosmic 
flights. 
The 
Soviet 
press

radio 
hailed the feat of the world’s first 
space girl as a revolution in "the 
role of the weaker sex in modern 
society." 
HAS NEW ROLE 
"Now the nam e of a woman 
will stand for centuries among 
the glorious names of the first 
discoverers," 
Tass, 
the

news agency, declared. 
Valentina 
circled 
the 
globe 
more 
than 
48 
times, 
covering 
more than 1,240,000 miles in 71 
hours before the braking rockets 
were cut loose on a signal from 
the ground. She returned to earth 
in Kazakhstan, about 385 miles 
northeast of the coal mining cen 
ter of Karanganda. 
Tass pointed out that the four 
American astronauts who have 
orbited the globe "together spent 
nearly 50 per cent less time in 
space 
than 
the ‘Seagull’ ’’—the 
code nam e used by Valentina. 
OVERSHADOWS MALE 
Bykovsky, overshadowed by the 
first space woman, landed near­ 
ly three hours after she did in

COLLEGE BURNS 


On April 23. 1879, the college 
building, with all its contents, was : 
destroyed; and that which had; 
required the labor of years in 
building had become ashes and 
ruins in a day.

John Ingram , secretary’ of ad 
m inistration, has pledged his full 
cooperation in the audit, as long 
as it does not interfere with the 
regular flow of business. 
Under law, lapsed funds—mon­ 
ey allocated in a fiscal budget.

TIROS TO SPOT 
SPAWN AREAS 
OF HURRICANES

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. <AP» 
—The seventh Tiros weather sat­ 
ellite rocketed toward an intend­ 
ed orbit about the earth to spot 
hurricanes and typhoons spawned 
in the 1963 season. 
A three-stage Delta rocket blast. 
od skyward at 4:50 a m. Wednes­ 
day in an effort to loft the elec­ 
tronic weatherman into orbit 400 
miles high. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration announced 
a I KH it IO minutes after launching 
that the second and third stages 
of Uh* Delta rocket had ignited 
successfully. 
The 00-foot tall rocket brilliant- | 
ly illuminated the predawn dark-1 
ness as it thundered smoothly off j 
its launch pad after a perfect ( 
countdown and sped across the 
sky on a northeast heading. As 
it started into the cold air of the 
upper atmosphere a bright vapor 
trail blossomed around the vehi­ 
cle. creating a colorful spectacle 
high in the sky. 
Tiros 7 was timed so it and 
the earlier Tiros 6 would photo­ 
graph the main hurricane breed­ 
ing grounds of the Atlantic and 
Caribbean during Uie full 
1963 
season. 
Previous Tiros satellites provid­ 
ed only partial coverage of the 
past two hurricane seasons. 
On its planned path. Tiros 7*s 
two cameras would point at the 
hurricane zone on several orbits 
the first IO days.

Then Tiros 7’s path and align­ 
ment for five weeks were planned 
so its cameras could snap cloud 
cover pictures only in the South­ 
ern Hemisphere.
